It was cold here—real cold—but it 
was only about 10 above 
Sunday 


morning.' Compared with (he 40 be" 
low zero that 
had 
been 
reported 


from the. far west, this temperature 
might be considered balmy. 


The temperature did not rise much 


durlnjr the (lay on Sunday, remaining 
at about the same figure all day. At 
sunset, the m'crcury began to fall, and 
it "was only slightly above zero in 
the evening, but before midnight the 
worst of the cold spell began jo pass 
and by Monday morning the tempcr- 
tur'e had risen to 20 degrees. It con- 
tinued to moderate gradually until 
Wednesday night, when a rain storm 
began and continued for some time. 
MucTi water -fell, and if the precipi- 
tation had been snow instead of rain 
there would have bef n a large accu- 
mulation on the ground for Christ- 
mas. 


During the cold spell there WHS 


some call for plumbers for .frozen 
water pipes, and a few careless au- 
toists suffered from frozen radiators', 
but there was no such widespread 
destruction as during the first spell 


I of winter in November, when autos 
were frozen all over [he city with the 
result that the garage men reaped 
' a rich harvest. .

At tho birth of the American nn- 


tlon 130 years ago, Its largest city im'il 
not more llinn'43.000 Inlmb'ltants and 
only one person out of thirty lived In 
the' sli towns of 8,000 or more fnhnb- 
Itnnls, Abrnm U llnrrfs, Jr., writes 
In Current History Magazine. In 1BOO 
there were In tlie United States'only 
six .cities wliose populntlon wns over 
8,000 and these contained only 4 per 
cent of the population of the entire 
country. In IflOO there were BIT such 
cities, which at. this-time contained 
32,0 per cent of the country's popula- 
tion'..

Where We Now Make One 
Syracuse, N. Y.—How to make two 


raltroml cross-ties where we now make 
one Is told by Prof. N'elsou C. llrown, 
bend of Ihe departmonl of wood utili- 
zation, New York stale college of for- 
estry, Syracuse university. 


The system explained by Professor 


llrown Is the one generally followed In 
Kurope. 
Unllroatl ties In Europe are 


narrower on the top than on the bot- 
tom. 
In the United States lies arc 


largely cut square. This sort of tie Is 
probably more serviceable limn tho 
Huropcnn type, but the United States 
may soon be forced to follow 
the 


Knropoan methexl due to the shortage 
of timber,' or tint! a substitute for 
wood ties which has not been possible 
u|> lo the present time. 


In Europe the log from which ties 


are cut Is trimmed on two sides only. 
In America the log Is trimmed on four 
sides to make one square tie. By trim- 
ming the log on only two sides and 
tutting It through, the center 
two 


ties arc obtained. The diameter of 
Ihe log represents the under surface 
of the tie and the trimmed sides repre- 
sent the upper side upon which tlie 
rail rests.

Machine Puts on Record 


Development of Plants 


A wonderful machine has been In- 


vented ..which measures Ihe growth of 
plains. A small thread connects the 
plant with the apparatus. which con- 
sists of an electrical battery and a 
drum which revolves slowly. 
. Above this drum. Is a pen worked 
by electricity. 
As the plant grows 


the thread, slackens, and causes a 
connection between the battery and 
pen. The latter drops onto the drum 
and makes a marx. At the same time 
a small rod. Is pushed up, which tight- 
ens the string again. Thus the drum 
shows the growth of the plant -over 
a given period, nnd Information Is ob- 
tained showing the' effect of heat and 
light ii]>pn various specimens. 


It has been proved that moat plants 


grow more rapidly at night, and this 
fact has been of great assistance to 
those engaged in forcing the growth 
•of flowers nnd vegetables.

Hut the blind not only are aware 
of it but make thoroughly practical 
use of it for such everyday purposes 
as locating objects or finding, for ex- 
ample, the gaps In a long line of 
parked cars. When a blind mun taps 
Ills walking (tick on ihe pavement or 
shullles his feet he Is more often caus- 
ing sounds which can be reflected than 
trying to ilelermine his locution by 
touch.

The tile should tie laid clear aronni 
tlie house nnd a connecting line or tw> 
under It. 
With plenty of fall'and a 


clear outlet such a Job will effectively 
remove the cause of excess moisture 
unless Ihe house Is situated In too low 
a place, In which case It should b 
moved to higher ground.
